HEAR APPEALS 
™ QF ASSESSMENT 


The council of the Blackfoot muni- 
cipality recently held a regular 
‘meeting in the municipal office, with 
all the councillors present, namely: 
Reeve Therasen, Deputy-Reeve Um- 
brite and Counaillors Bolinger, Des- 
champs, Nelson and Wheatley. 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were adopted as read. 

Coun, Wheatley moved and carried 
a resolution: That we sit as a Court 
of Revision and hear further appeals 
against the 1932 triennial assess- 
iment.. 

The appeal of M. Bolinger against 

Morth of the railway, N. W. 7-22-22 
was the first case heard, It was de- 
cided on motion of Coun, Wiheatley: 
That the acreage in this appeal be 
weduced by .66 of one acre and the 
assessment by $20.00. 
‘ Mr. Bolkinger next complaint was 
wgainst four parcels north of the rail- 
way, 8-22-22. The committee ap- 
pointed by: the council at the last 
mieting, Messrs. Nelton and Um- 
brite, brought in their report in the 
shape of field book form showing 
new classifications and as:ossment 
zecommended. The report was sub- 
mitted after viewing the guounds in 
the complaint, 

Councillor Wheatley moved and 
partied: That the report of 
this committee be accepted and that 
the assessment be reduced in com- 
Pliance with the said report: i.e., N. 
E, 8-22-22 reduced to $340; north of 
railway N. W. 8-22-22 reduced $250; 
north of railway S, E. 8-22-22 re. 
... anced €80; nort!; of railway ©. W, 2- 

22-22 no change. 

The court of revision was then 
closed on motion of Councillor Nel- 
BON. 

The next motion was made by 
Councllor Wheatley and carried which 
is as follows: 

“Whereas the 1932 triennial assess- 
ment has been completed by the M. 
D. of Blackfoot, No, 218; 

“And whereas the said assessment 
is some 21% per cent lower than the 
origina] triennal assessment tor the 
gear 1929; 

“And where as excessive assess- 
ment were in complaint in respect 
to 170 parcels before this council 
pitting as a court of revision; 

“And whereas said complained 
parcels being assessed in  propor- 
‘tdon to adjoining lands were not 
mitered, notwithstandng the fact of 
this council agreeing with complain- 
ants, for virtue of reduction against 
maid parcels leaving noncomplained 
Jands without adjustment and con- 
pequencial unequalties; 

“And whereas we are unani- 
mously agreed as to the whole trien- 
nial assessment being excessive but 
not wishing to waste either time or 
money by the registering of a blank- 
et complaint with consequencial reg- 
istered letters to al] interested part- 
jes we did allow said assessment to 
stand with the intent of taking the 
entire question with the Alberta 
Assessment Commission; 

“Therefore be it resolved that the 
question of a material eduction of 
onr 1932 triennial assessivent be 
taken up with the Alberta Assessment 
Coimiiselon and that the said com- 
mission be requested an opportunity 
f>¢ vur represenfatives to meet wivh 
them: to show why the sa,! [iil 
trienn‘al asseszment is excessive as 
hereinbefore claimed,”

Great hope is felt that the World 
Economic Conference will solve the 
ditficulties which are preventing bus- 
iness recovery, certainly its failure 
would be asad commentary) on the in- 


telligence of those directing the course 
of world affairs, As yet, no agenda 
is available but in a general way its 
task is to provide formulae for the 
solution of our present difficultes. In 
advance, the United States has re- 
quested that the subject of war debts 
and tariffs be excluded from the a- 
genda. It seems impossible to keep 
these out of the discrssion, but the 
solution may be that the war debt 
problem will be settle i independently 
prior to this conference, a consumma- 
tion greatly to be desired, What then 
are the outstanding factors respons- 
ible for the world depression? (The 
answer to this question scems to be 
a babel of voices, each announcing 
its own pet theory, 

It is a popular idea that the fall 
in world prices is the result of over- 
production, The fact is that the 
total purchasing power of the world 
governed by the total volume of pro 
duction valued current prices, and pur- 
chasing power can be increased only 
by increased production, Commodi- 
ties pay for commodities, Myney 
fs only a medium of exchange and 
all exchange is ultimately barter. I’e- 
mand and supply therefore, are re- 
ciprocal, Were the fall in prices 
due to increased production no fur- 
ther explamation would have to be 
Weeked for, but, in fact, the fall co 
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incides with diminished production. 


The total value in money output of the 
world is decreased both by the per- 
centage by which prices fall and by 
the decrease in the physical volume of 
0f ‘prod:ction, 

These wide fluctuations in the 
money ~alue of output are clearly a 
monetary phenomenon which, if pro- 
Perly urderstood, could be prevented. 
When the average of all prices de~ 
clines, this can only be explained by 
an under-supply of that in which 
Prices ave expressed, ie, money, and 
it would seem that if the effective 
supply o£ momey is kept in the right 
relation to production of commodi- 
ties, the phenomena of declining aver- 
age price level would not occur. 

Another school tells us that in- 
terference with trade through im- 
position of tariffs, quotas and éx. 
change reatrictions is the factor re. 
sponsible for the major portion of 
our difficulties. Unquestionably, the 
world is: far less prosperous than it 
would ibe if all such interference were 
abolished. Import quotas amd ex- 
change restrictions, however, are new 
phenomena developed since the de- 
pression commenced and brought in- 
to wee only to protect the internal 
economy of countries against the 
drastic drop in world prices. Tarifts 
and dumping duties were materially 
inceased for the same reasons, To 
the extent that these changes are 
a result of the depression, there 
should be no great difficulty in doing 
way with them, as business gradu- 
ally improves. The idea of world 
free trade, however, is not one for 


which the most enthusiastic idealist 
dares hope. In most countries, pro- 
tection has created vested interests, 
the liquidation of which, except over 
long period, would prove a disturb- 
ing and painful process; moreover, 
the spirit of nationalism fostered in 
all countries can be appealed to suc- 
cessfuly to cloud this issue, Therefore 
until we reach that far-off divine 
event when we shiall have the parlia- 
ment of man and the federation of 
the wprld we shall probably have tar- 
iffs, reasonably justified, perhaps, 
by counsels of national defense, 
different standards of living, etc, 
Nevertheless,there probably will be no 
delegates at the conference «who will 
not freely admit that a general re- 
duction in tariff and a removal of 
other restrictions upom international 
trade would prove of great benefit to 
all countries, 


Many thoughtful men have pointed 
out with much justification that the 
world has only been prosperous in the 
past when the more advanced coun- 
tries were lending assistance on a 
large scale to undeveloped areas. 
This development has involved large 
tansfers of capital, which have al- 
most ceased during the past five 
years. With the enormous propor. 
tions of transactions of this charact- 
er in default it is useless to expect 
more than a gradual resumption of 
foreign -lending, except in the case 
of particular developments where 
the projects are controlled iby the na- 
tionals of the lending country; per- 
perhap) even this alternative does 
not hold out too great hope, since in 
the later stages of the depression we 
have seen prohibition of remittances 
of provits and even cancellation of 
contracts previously entered into in 
good faith. Such interference has 
a long way to discourage similar 
emteap! ses on a large scale for 
some ; ears to come, Also, with the 
expericnce of the past few years 
fresh i1 their memory, countries 
in need of development of their lat- 
ent natural resurces may hesitate to 
permit large-scale foreign borrow: 
ings, 

One outstanding characteristic of 
the imiviation of the depression was 
ruthless cutting off of the further 
money absolutely necessary to com: 
plete unfinished projects, with the 
result that in many cases the expen- 
diture already incurred was render- 
ed worthless, 

It should be noted, however, that the 
quick ecovery which followed the 
slump of 1920-21 was greatly aided 
by assistance rendered by interna- 
tional consoxtiums,, backed by goy- 
eamments providing assistance to

At this time, as was the case during the war, individuals and commit- 
tees must take the broader viewpoint of the welfare of the whole country. 
Our Parliamentary representatives must approach the problem from that 
standpoint, rather than from the standpoint of their individual constituency. 
And this general statement of policy is likewise applicable to other large 
issues Which now face Parliament. None of them can be decided upon local 
hor provincial viewpoints; they must be dealt with as national problems. If 
people generally will keep this idea firmly fixed in their minds there will be 
less tendency to indulge in criticism, and the finding of solutions made much 
easier. 

In our Western Legislatures major questions that will call for consid- 
eration and action include the drafting and passage of wise and effective 
legislation dealing with such matters as adjustment of debts, arrears of 


taxes, balancing budgets, measures to alievate unemployment, and to provide | 


adequate relief where needed, while at the same time not further increas ng 
the burden of taxation already almost beyond the ability of the people to 
carry. To these matters our legislators, irrespective of party affiliations,

| the railways ran very cheap excur- 
Sions in special trains of day coaches | 
and people travelled in hordes not for | 
the sake of getting anywhere but for 
| the novelty of movement at the dizzy 
|rate of 40 miles an hour. 

If the Pullman cars were crowded, 
| how much greater would the packing 
and jamming be in the day coaches, 
|for it was a daylight trip and the 
coach fare was considerably cheaper.

New Airplane Nearly 
Ready For Delivery 
Prince Of Wales’ Machine Will Carry 
Twelve Passengers 

The Prince of Wales’ new aero- 
plane, a powerful twin-engined high 
performance monoplane, is expected 
to be ready for flight early this year, 
The prince's private aerodrome at 
Smith's Lawn, in Windsor Great 
Park, has mo hangar accommodation 
for a machine of this size; and, to- 
gether with the light aeroplane 
which the prince has used for the last 
year or so, it will be housed at Hen. 
don aerodrome. 

Like the prince's other aeroplanes, 
the new machine will be finished in 
scarlet and blue, making it easily 
recognizable in the air. Normally the 
big saloon cabin will be furnished 
for the transport of not more than 
$ixX passengers, though there is room 
for 12 if necessary. 

This means that the prince will 
be able to travel with all of his lug- 
Sage and members of his entourage 
in the same aeroplane, eliminating 
the need for his personal staff to 
fly in other craft when urgency goes 
with the prince’s own partiality for 
alr travel to oblige use of the air 
way. The pilots’ cockpit forward will 
he equipped with full dual control, 
and the prince, one of the world’s 
keenest private aeroplane owners and 
a good pilot himself, may confidently 
be expected to spend much of his

Men and Machines 


More Figures Which Show Great 
Difference In Production 

In ancient Rome, it took one shoe- 
maker 5% days to make a pair of 
shoes, Today, in a modern shoe fac- 
tory, one man produces in the same 
time, 82 pairs of shoes. 

Five thousand years ago a brick- 
maker produced in a 10-hour day, not 
more than 450 bricks. One man to- 
day, working in a brick factory, can 
produce 400,000 bricks. 

A century ago one man produced 
25 tons of pig iron a year, and 800 
tons of irom ore. In 1929 in the Mes- 
sabi range of Minnesota, the produc- 
tion of iron ore per man per year 
was 20,000 tons. 

One man today produces more elec- 
tric light globes in an hour than one 
man could produce in 9,000 hours in 
1914. In four days, one man tending 
one machine could supply the entire 
Canadian import of electric light 
globes.

Missed Being Historic 


Inauguration Of Reformed 
Calendar 

January 1, 1933, fell on a Sunday, 
the first day of the week. This may 
Seem of no interest in particular, but 
the fact is that this date might have 
gone down in history. January 1, 
1933, was the day chosen by the cal- 
endar reformer for the inauguration 
of the reformed calendar. 

This wag because it is the first year 
for a long time to come that begins 
on a Sunday, The proposed new cal- 
endar it is almost unnecessary to re- 
mind you, would have had 13 months 
of 28 days each. Each month would 
| begin on Sunday the ist, so that 
every Sunday henceforth would be 
either the Ist, the 8th, the 15th or the 
22nd. There would never be a Sunday 
the 29th, of course. 

With each month limited to 28 
days, that would mean that some- 
thing would have to be done with 
the days lopped off the 30 and 31- 
day months. So it was agreed that 
they would all be gathered together, 
made into a separate month, and 
called Sol. It was proposed to insert 
this month between June and July. 
To take care of the odd day still left 
over, the plan was to make it a sort 
of non-day, and stick it in between 
Saturday, December 28, and Sunday, 
January 1, It was to be a universal 
holiday, 

Calendar reform was—and ‘was’ 
is used advisedly—an attractive and 
useful scheme. But like other 
schemes for improving the world, it 
dropped into the category of unfinish- 
ed business when the Crash came 
along. It will be taken up again, of 
course, but that will not be for some 
years to come, by the looks of things. 
In the meantime, however, it may be 
appropriate to give a passing nod to 
January 1, 1933, as a date that might 
have been historic—Ottawa Citizen. 


Library Of Firearms 


Room [In Chicago Contains Every 
Type Of Weapon 

Chicago has a scientific crime de- 
tection laboratory, description of 
which holds interest akin to that in 
tales of Sherlock Holmes. Of special 
note is a small, square room in the 
laboratory located in Northwestern 
University, called “‘the hall of death,” 
by those close by. 

In prominent display and printed in 
red, a sign on the door reads: ‘‘Dan- 
ger. This room protected by tear 
gas bombs,” There is no fooling 
about this sign; every word means 
what it says, 

The room contains 3,000 “sure 
death instruments, It is a library of 
every firearm ranging from pistols 
of various types and revolvers to ma- 
chine guns, rifles and other firearms. 
The pieces, placed in glass cases run- 
ning from the floor to the ceiling, 
have either killed men or women, or 
have been taken from hoodlums who 
may have used them in murders. 

Bach weapon has a numbered tag 
attached, which refers to an index 
Gescribing the crime or tragedy. 
Every firearm contained in this al- 
most complete library has been test- 
ed by experts ascertaining its charac- 
teristics, especially how its rifling 
grooves run, whether it twirls its bul-

Yearly In Revenues 

The Crown of Britain is the cheap- 
est monarchy in the world, 

The taxpayers actually make a pro= 
fit of £740,000 out of the financial re- 
lations between the king and the 
State, for, though tho king draws a 
nominal salary of £470,000, he volun- 
tarily relinquishes every year £1,210,- 
000 in revenues from the crown lands, 

The king’s real salary is £110,000 
a year, The rest of the civil list 
total is earmarked for salaries, ex: 
penses, and upkeep of the royal 
households and palaces; £13,200 is 
spent every year on royal bounty and 
alms, apart from personal donations 
of the king and queen.
